Home, Dec. 29.—Calabria, the de- 


partment whic'u roims> the soutlnvcct 
ern extremity of Italy, "the toe of the 
boot," and which consists of three 
provinces, was devastated 
by

earthquake, the fan-caching eifects of 
which were felt almost throughout 
the entire country. 


In Sicily the town oC Messina was 


partially destroyed, the death list be- 
ing reported as i caching into the 
thousands, and Catania was inundat- 
ed by a huge tidal wave. 


Owing to the fact that telegraphic 


communication was almost complete- 
ly destroyed, it is impossible to ob- 
tain even an approximate idea of the 
vast damage done. 


The fate of entire regions within 


the zone of the earthquake is un- 
known, but reports received here up 
to a late hour indicate that the havoc 
has been great ami tho destruction 
to- life and property more terrible 
than Italy nab experienced in many 
years. The uncertainty of the sittta 
•tion for m.»ny thousands has filled all 
Italians with the deepest u.stress, for 
they still have bear that the day ma> 
come when that part of the country, 
which 
seems to have 
been 
most 


blessed by nature, will he destroyed 
by the blind forces of that same na- 
ture, which nearly nineteen centuries 
ago overwhelmed Pompeii and "lercu- 
laneum. 


Covers Large Area. 


All reports show that the present 


catastrophe embraces a larger aroa j 
than the earthquake in Ifl05.

tidal wave which followed the earth • 
shocks on the eastern coast of sic.iy ' 
snnjc vessels and inundated the lower 
part of Catania. It is known that « 
number of people wore killed at that ( 
place, but the rushing waters cariiod j 
everything before them and caused .

It will be impossible for some timo to . 
estimate the damage and the lives 
lost. 


The city of Messina has 
suffred 


probably more than any other place, 
the latest information coming indi- 
rectly from that quarter statins: that 
two-thirds of'the town was destroyed 
and several thousand persons killod. 
The steamers Washington and Mon- 
tebello, which were in that harbor, 
Jater proceeded to Catania, loaded j 
with injured, -who were so stupefied ' 
"by terror that they seemed unable to 
realize what had happened, simply ,

entirely nn unrelenting foe. They say 
he regards the numerous activities of 
life in the surne disp«s«iounte manner 
which makes him an interesting ad- 
versary nt poker, chess and bridge 
whi^t. 


Morse's character was shaped in the 


decade from his twenty-second to his 
thirty-second year. With the business 
training then acquired he sot into the 
Wall street guiue. and he played this 
jrnme very much as h»- found it played, 
except that he stamped his maneuvers 
with his own personality, which U 
dominated by his ancestry. 


The remote ancestors of C. W. 


Morse were Norsemen who settled iu 
England, and from them descended 
many -reaeratlons of seafarers. 
His 


trraudfather and his father were tow- 
boat captains. Everybody knows the 
Indomitable v'lll of a sailing- master. 
The skipper trend* the deck master 
of- all he surveys: his word is hnv. 
Numerous generations of such stroug 
willed masters of the seas caused in 
"Charley"' Morse, as they call him 
d«wn east, an Imperious will. 


If oue looks over Morse's business 


enterprises, in which he has necessari- 
ly shared co-operation with others, one 
finds he always insisted upon being 
master of everything he was iu. In 
all -of these relations with his fellow 
men he has been despotic. 


'Morse is generally loyal 
to hid 


friends, although many o£ them desert 
him. In Maine lived a merchant, now 
dead, who forged indorsements to 
some notes. He came near prisou bars, 
but Charles W. Morse in order to save 
him and to save the man's family from 
suffering paid tho notes. This recip- 
ient of his 
benefaction 
afterward 


shared iu Morse's golden ice slock 
deals, but became ungrateful and talk- 
ed detrimentally against 
the 
"ice i 


king.'' Morse might have indulged in 
pungent repartee by relating the story 1 
of, the forged notes in Maine, but he 
held the secret to himself. 


It js along the Maine coast, and espe- 


cially in the city of Bath, about twelve 
miles up the Kennebsc river, tha: 
Morse as a boy proved himself extraor- 
dinary iu business. His people were 
money getters, but were not unusually 
successful. 
He learned business from 


his father, also a C. W. Morse. !»ut bis 
lesson had not goue far before" he was 
teaching his father. His grandfather 
had been the pioneer towboat man on 
the Kennebec, and towboats played a 
major part in the making of the finan- 
cier. 


As a hoy Charles Wyman Morse dis- 


played his first enterprise by selling 
newspapers, candy and other beguil- 
ing merchandise aboard the only ex- 
cursion steamboat then plying on the 
river. It was n business iu which he 
was tne only purveyor, but he soon 
recognized a bolder business plan. In 
blustery weather, at the mouth of the 
river, navigation with rowboats was 
disagreeable, and so, like a true de- 
scendant of the Norsemen, the daring 
boy roved through bad weather doiusr 
errands for sea captains and selling to 
them merchandise which was worth 
more because of the hardship in get- 
ting it from shore. He went through 
the Hath higli school and finally to 
college. 


His father had organized the Knick- 


erbocker Towing company and en- 
joyed a profitable'monopoly of taking 
the sailing vessels .up and down t?v 
river. The father also did some trad- 
Ing in timber, lumber and ice. 
Morse 


never took very nfuclt to his father's 
towboat business, so far as the actual 
pjlotinir of boats was concerned, but 
when the towboat company was form- 
ed he became a bookkeeper for the 
concern. For this Morse got *890 a 
year. 
It is said he did very little 


bookkeeping, however, because he dis- 
covered a young man with a fondness 
for bufh work and who accepted ?GOO 
for doing it. Morse thereby achieved 
hi.-: first real finance when he col- 
lated SoOO a year without doing the 
»-ork for it. All the while he was not 
unmindful of the industries about 
him.

Ice cutting industry and the "ice kiug" 
were, both boru iu ISotf. Chccsuinu bad 
built the first icehouse and shipped 
the product to New York city.

prosperity had caused imitation by' 
many others, so that by the time Morse' 
was graduated from Kowdoln college, 
iu 1877, on both sides of the Kenuebec 
from Thwiugs, where the salt tide 
stops, for twcuty miles up the river to' 
HallorrtlJ were icehouses.

Under the sys- ( 
tein a-« he found it numerous farmers I 
Itoughr or leased the land along the 
river, whirh gave to ilieui riparian 
lights to the ice abutting their land 
holdings aud out to 1he middle of the 
stream. 
They housed the ice aud 


awaited the coining of brokers from 
New York. Under this system Uie ice 
./utters were very much at the mercy 
of the buyers. A year after he was 


i ou« of oollego Morse procured an i«-e 


New Kugland intimates who ' privilege ju-t above Thwiug poiut and 


housed a cutting. In the summer he 
sold this to a New York broker, but he 
did l»eUer than his neighbors, because 
he arranged with the broker that the 
ice should be taken to New York in 
one of the Morse schooners. 


It was about this time that he in 


terested his father in the ice business, 
pointing out th-t the towboat monop- 
oly aud the owning of schooners should 
be suplememcd by the taking over of 
i he ice business. An l«-e dealer own- 
ing th;.' towbont privilege aud schoon- 
ers could make i he business unprofita- 
ble for other ice.eutters. because the 
towboat commission and the schooner 
freight could be arranged to take all 
tho profa away for the farmer ice 
producer. 
Obviously a vessel owner 


eould sell ice in New York more prof- 
itably than the producer who was at 
the mercy of broker, towboat man and 
vessel owner. 


Many of the Morse vessels were en- 


gaged in carrying coal from Balti- 
more aud Newport News to Boston 
and Portsmouth. 
Young Morse gets 


tho credit for poiut ing out to his 
fnther that they should take up the 
5<x> business, because these vessels, in- 
stead of trying back empty, could be 
loaded with ice for New York or 
Philadelphia. 
In ISSt the younger 


Morse is said to have made s."ty.0vo 
profit on a cargo of ice his father had 
shipped to New York, because ho at 
once reeonsigiicd it to Florida and in- 
vested the profit in so'.uheru pine. 


Morse's progress for the next few 


years then became a steady fulfillment 
of a farsighted plan. lie boi'gut ice 
privileges along tlie Kennebec as fast 
as his bchemes furnished the capital. 
There was a good deal of competitive i 
battle, but again tho towboais gave 
hi'.-.i the advantage. 
Tlis competitors, 


depending on sail, got into Now York 
two or three days after *the Morse 
schooners, which were hustled along1 


ith towboats. 
lie had already begun to profit heav- 


ily from his strategics, which he ex- 
ecuted with daring. As rapidly as his 
business grew he patiently surmount- 
ed tho difficulties that were presented. 
When his control of tho producing 
field became large enough to justify 
the 'next move Morse left his native 
town and took up his resWf-iice in 
Brooklyn. 
His 
ice 
business 
had 


reached such large proportions that 
the next source «>f profit lay iu the 
distribution of it i;i '.lie city. It was 
to attend to this feature, iu order that 
no profits miz'it escape, that Morse 
removed to New York in 1SS8. •
